PRESS COUNCIL OF INDIA ; 

New Delhi 19 August 1967 

No. S.O.(4/2J/66-PCJ ). — In exercise of the powers 
conferred by clause (a) of section 23 of the Press Council 
Act, 1965 (34 of 1965), the Press Council of India hereby 
makes the following regulations, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement- — The regulations 
may be called the Press Council (Procedure for Conduct 
of Meetings and Business) Regulations, 1967. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the official Gazette, 

2. Definitions . — In these regulafions, unless the context* 
otherwise requires— 

(a) '‘Secretary” means the Secretary of the Council 
appointed under sub-section (1) of section 10 
of the Act, 

(b) “Year” means the calendar year. 

3. Meetings of the Council. — (1) There shall be nor 
less than four ordinary meetings of the Council in any 
one year held on such dates and at such places as the 
Chairman may fix. 

(2) Tlio interval between any two ordinary meeting t 
shall not normally be longer than four months. 

4. Quorum at meetings. — The quorum for a meeting 
of the Council shall be nine. 

5. Notice of meetings . — ( 1) Notice of a meeting s : gned 
by the Secretary or, in his absence, by any other person 
authorised in (his behalf by the Chairman shall ordinarily 
he issued to every member at least fifteen days before the 
meeting. 

(2) The notice shall generally be issued under certifi- 
cate of posting and the said fifteen days shall be count cd 
from the date of posting. 

(3) No proceeding shall be invalidated merely on the 
ground that the requirement as to notice is not strictly 
complied with. 

(4) Notice of the meeting of the Council shall specify 
the time and place of the meeting. 

6. Power to call meetings* — (1) The Chairman may, at 
any time, call a meeting of the Council after giving notice 
as required under regulation 5 : 

Provided that in. case of urgency and vvuhout the issue 
of such a notice, a special meeting may be summoned 
at any time by the Chairman who snail inform the mem- 
bers m advance of the matters for consideration and rhe 
reasons for the summoning of the meeting : 

Prov'ded further that no ordinary business shall be 
transacted at such special meetings. 

7. Calling of extraordinary meeting on requisition. - - 
tl) The Chairman shall, on requisition made in that be- 
half by not less than nine members, proceed to call an 
extraordinary meeting of the Council within thirty days of 
the receipt of the requisition* 

(2) The requisition shall set out the matters for the 
consideration of which the meeting is to be called and 
shall be signed by the members making the requisition. 

(3) If the Chairman does not, wilhin thirty days from 
rhe date of receipt of a valid requisition, proceed to call 
a meeting of the Council for the consideration of the 
matters specified in the requisition, the meeting may be 
called by th e members making the requisition themselves, 
following, as nearly as may be the procedure hereinbe- 
fore set out in the regulation : 

Provided that no such meeting shall be held before the 
expiration of thirty days from th e date of the original re- 
quisition. 
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(4) A member shall be entitled to bring before the 
Council any matter only after having given ten clear days' 1 
notice to that effect to the Secretary, provided that the 
Chairman may in his dscretion allow such matter to be 
raised at any meeting even without such notice. 

8. Power to circulate papers in cases of urgency .* — (1) 
The Chairman may in his discretion, it urgent action by 
the Council becomes necessary, permit the business of the 
Council to be transacted by the circulation of the con- 
cerned papers to the members of the Council. 

(2) Any action, so taken shall be forthwith intimated 
to aS members of the Council. 

(3) The papers together with the decision taken shall 
be placed before the next meeting of the Council for con- 
firmation. 

9. Power to adjourn meetings. — The Council may ad- 
journ its sittings from day to day or to any particular 
day without prior notice. 

10. Decision by majority. — 'Hie decision on any matter 
shall be by majority and in the case of equality of ^otes, 
the Chairman of [he meeting shall have and exercise a 
casing vote. 

IT Matter once decided shall not be raised for three 
months^.- — No matter once decided shall be brought up for 
consideration again during the next three months unless 
so desired by a majority of the total number of member a 
of the Council. 

12. Power to cull to the meeting persons other than 
members. — The Chairman may require may employee of 
ihe Council or invite any other person or persons to attend 
and participate in ihe discussions in any meeting of l he 
Council but such employee or person or persons shall tick 
he entitled to vole. 

13. Agenda. — The agenda for meetings of the Council 
shall be prepared by the Secretary or in his absence* by a 
person authorised in this behalf by the Chairman. 

14. Minutes of the meeting. — (1) The minutes of very 
meeting shall be recorded by the Secretary or in his ab- 
sence by a person authorised in. this behalf by the Chau - 
man. 

(2) Unless otherwise desired by the Chairman, it shall 
not be necessary to keep verbatim record of the discussion 
at any meeting. 

15. Minutes or previous meeting. — The minutes of the 
previous meeting shall b c placed before the next meeting 
of the Council and the same shall be confirmed after 
consideration of the objections, if any. 

16. Chairman to preside over the meetings* — The Chair- 
man shall preside over the meetings ot the Council at 
which he is present and in his absence the members 
shall elect one from amongst themselves to preside at die 
meetings.

No, OFR(4). 67. — The following dralt of certain 
amendments to the Cost and Works Accountants Regula- 
tions, 1959, which h is proposed to make in exercise of 
the powers conferred by sub-sections (1) and (3) of 
Section 39 of die Cost and Works Atcountants Act, ] 959, 
(Act No. 23 of 1959), is published for information of 
ail persons likely to be affected thereby and notice is 
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hereby given that the draft will be taken up for considera- 
tion on or after 30th September 1967. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received 
from any person with respect to the said draft before 
the date specified will be considered by the Council oi 
the Institute of Cost and Works Accountants of India. 

In the said Regulations : 

I In sub-regulation (2) of Regulation, 44, for th ; 
words M an applicant for membership of the Institute 
shall be required to produce evidence to the satisfaction 
of the, Conned that he has accquired practical experience 
for a period not less than three years in a responsible 
position in any one or more industrial units covering 
different branches of Costing or Industrial Accounting, 
viz,. Stores, Materials, Labour, Overhead, c*c/\ the fol- 
lowing words shall be substituted, namely : 

“an applicant for membership of the Institute shall 
be required to produce evidence to the satisfaction of 
the Council that he has acquired for a period of not 
less than three years practical experience covering 
different branches of Costing or Industrial Accounting, 

\ iz.. Stores, Materials, Labour, Overhead, etc., in a 
responsible position in any one. or more industrial or 
commercial or Government units or departments/’ 

II. For the existing Regulation 56 the following new 
Regulation shall he substituted, namely : 

"56. List (ff Caters . — At least three months befme 
the date of an election, the Council shall publish- — 

(a) a list of members of the Institute in each const : tu- 
enev eligible to vote, showing clearly whether any particu- 
lar member is an associate or a fellow, and shall send a 
copy thereof to each member of the Institute irrespective 
of whether he is a voter or not; and 

(b) a notice in the Journal of the Institute mentioning 
the number of members to be, elected ahd Calling for 
nominations of candidates for election before a specified 
dat>e which shall not he loss than fourteen days from the 
date of publication of ihe no f ice/' 

HI. In sub-regulation. (2) of Regulation 1 14, in sub- 
clause (c) thereof, for the words “at the rate of one mem- 
ber for every forty-four such members of the Institute.”, 
the follow ing words shall be substituted, namely : 

“at the rate which shall bear the same proportion 
to twenty live as the number of members in the region 
boars to the mini her of members in all the /cgions/\ 

IV. The existing Chapter XII, its title ‘■Students’ Asso- 
ciations' 1 and Regulations 146 to 174 shall be deleted. 

V. In Form B 1 of the Schedule, for the existing para- 
graph 4 thereof, the following shall he substituted, 
namely : 

“4. I undertake that as and when 1 cease to bc In 
practice 1 shall duly inform the Council as required 
by the Cost and Works Account ants Regulations, 1959.’’ 

EXPLANATORY NOTE ON THP ABOVE AMEND- 
MENTS ; 

The following is the explanatory note on the amend- 
ments proposed in Notification No. CWR(4)/67 dated 
fhe 4th August 1967 This note is intended only to 
clarify the. intention of the Council underlying these 
amendments and should nOL be construed as limiting or 
amplifying the scope of these propos'd amendment in 
any manner whatsoever ; 

l. Existing Regulation 44(2) requires that for pur- 
pose of admissible to Associate Membership practical ex- 
perience in Costing should have been acquired from in- 
dustrial units. It is proposed to provide that practical 
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experience in Costing acquired in industrial, commercial or 
Government units or departments should also be recognis- 
ed for admission to Associateship. 

11. As the publication of List of Voters in the Journal, 
according to existing requirement of Regulation 56, will 
occupy considerable space in the Journal, it is proposed 
to publish the List of Voters separately and to supply a 
copy thereof to each member of the Institute. Other 
Notifications relating to election, such as notice mention- 
ing the number of members to be elected, notice calling 
for nominations, etc., will, however, be published in the 
Journal. 

ILL With the increase in the total membership of the 
Institute it has become necessary to re-fix the ratio for 
election of Regional Council members and it has been 
decided that, as in the case of Central Council a maximum 
on the total number of elected members to the Regional 
Counc ls should be prescribed, subject, however, to a 
minimum of live elected members from each region. 

IV. Since the Council suspended operation of Regula- 
tions 146 to 174 relating to Students’ Associations and 
the Council has been encouraging Chapters of Cost Ac- 
countants set up under the Model Chapter Rules approved 
by the Council, it has been decided to delete Chapter Xll 
and Regulations 146 to 174. 

V. A communication has been received from the Gov- 
ernment to the effect that the Council of the Institute 
has the power to issue a Certificate of Practice to a mem- 
ber who is a whole-timei salaried employee of any per- 
son even though such a member will not be deemed to 
be in practice according to Explanation to Section 2(2i 
of the Cost and Works Accountants Act, 1959, and for 
the purpose of that Section. Since whole-lime salaried 
employment is not. therefore, a disqualification for apply- 
ing for issue of a Certificate of Practice, the provision in 
Form ‘D’ relating to the applicant’s declaration is pro- 
posed to be deleted.
